TBE'qtiestioo of fence and fencing material is each 
year becoming more prominent.

It was formerly made by hand, and necessarily 
expensive; only small wire could he used, and a netting 
of flimsy texture made. By machinery, the SEDGWICK 
BROS. CO. now manufacture heavy, firm netting, suffici- 
ently strong tor any purpose, and at a price within reach 
of farmers generally.

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Strength. 

To illustrate the strength, we submit the following- 
figures: K 

The margin wires— that is, the top and bottom— run 
nearly straight, and in all widths above 42 inches are of 
No. 8 wire. In the narrower widths No. 9 is used, and 
No. 13 for the body or middle wires in all widths. 'The 
breaking strain of No. 8 is about 2,800 lbs.; of No. 9 about 
2,500, and No. 13, 800 lbs. For example: 

Our 4x7 mesh takes two No. 13 wires for every 4 inches 
height, and our 5x8 inch mesh takes two No. 13 wires for 
each 5 inches height. Our standard farm fence is 5 inch 
mesh and 52 inches in height, and is made of two No. 8 

wires, breaking strain, 2,800 lbs each 5,600 

and twenty-one No. 13 wires, breaking strain 800 lbs 

each 16,800 

Total strength 22 400 

Our Single No. 8 wire is better and stronger than any 
twisted selvage now used. No body wire is expected to 
break with less thin 800 pounds strain, and the wire will 
break before the twist will slip. These figures show that 
this is no light bird-cage pattern, but a strong stock fence. 
Not Affected by Heat or Cold. 
Owing to the peculiar construction of this netting, fti 
diamond-shaped meshes, which allows for the contrac- 
tion and takes up the expansion of the wire, the fence is 
not affected by heat or cold, and does not get to sagging 
after a season of service. 

it Cannot be Washed Away by Floods. 

This netting makes a most excellent fence for low lands 
that are subject to overflow. It can be be put up in such 
a way as to hang fast, when the water is strong enough to 
tear out some of the posts. As the water can pass 
through it freely it is much less liable to be damaged 
than any other kind of fence. It has stood such tests 
effectually.

This is done 
t>y means of an eccentric, or dog, on the part attached I 
to the posts, which holds the wire firmly, allowing the 
draft rod to be moved forward for a new hold. This is 
something no other Stretcher will do.

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POSTS. 

We do not furnish posts unless specially ordered, and 

never include them in any estimates made to inquirers, 
unless asked to do so. We recommend any good wood 
posts, and suggest that whenever a dressed post, about 
4x4 inch tapered to 2x4 inch can be used, it makes a 
much neater looking fence than just an ordinary rough 
post. They may (for farm fences) be placed 12 to 50 feet j 
apart, and light false posts used between. By a false post 
we mean a "spreader," 1x2 inch in size, which is 
stapled to the top and bottom wire to keep the netting 
margins from drawing together, and keeping the fence | 
tightened and in good shape. This false post acts as a j 
truss, and places any strain on the whole fence instead j 
of a few wires. It also prevents hogs lifting the bottom j 
wire. If saving Posts is an object, they can be placed 40 j 
or 50 feet apart, using " false " posts between, and make a 
splendid fence. If base and rail are used, it is bet-t to set j 
posts about 7 feet apart. Base and rail are not necessary 
in farm or poultry fences. We know of no iron post that is 
good and cheap enough to give satisfaction for general 
use. 

STAPLES. 

We keep in stock the best Pence Staples, which 
we sell at market prices. These are specially 
adapted for driving, and will not split the Posts. 

Fences put up with base and rail, as per cuts Nos. 1 
and 10, require 1 lb. to 2 rods, or 3 lbs. per 100 feet. Put 
up like cut No. 3, without base or rail, requires 1 lb. per 
100 feet.

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MARGIN WIRE. 

Our netting has a large, smooth selvage or margin wire, 
1 which will admit of slipping the netting or body wires, 

backward or forward, so as to adjust the netting to any 
unevenness of the ground, over which the fence is to 
pass. This cannot be done with any netting that has a 
twisted cable for margin. Much stronger splices can be 
made with a single wire than with the cable margin.

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FARM FENCING. 

Cut No. 3 represents a Farm Fence. The 52 inch 
height, 5x8 mesh, is most generally used. 

It is high enough for all general farm fencing and will 
turn any stock that a five-board fence with a cap will, and 
will last much longer, and is preferable in every respect. 
Our 47 inch, 5x8 inch mesh, does very well for an inside 
fence, and if set on a ridge of earth 6 inches high (which 
is the proper way to set any fence), is just as good as a 
52-inch fence. The 4x7 inch mesh contains one-fourth 
more wire than the 5x8 inch and is correspondingly 
stronger, and is better adapted for scale pens, bull lots, 
deer parks, and small enclosures near barns ; 58 to 70 
inch fence is used for these purposes, and no better or 
cheaper fence can be used.

FENCE FOR HOGS. 

Parties who, for special reasons, desire to use barb 
wire, can make a combination with our wire netting and 
make a hog-tight fence, but usually more expensive and 
not so good as all netting. Also, many h^dge ftnces now 
in use that are only a partial protection, can be made 
hog tight by using our narrow netting underneath, wired 
to hedge in place of posts. 

Our netting is strong enough to enclose the most vicious 
stock, and close enough to keep in the smallest pig.

Garden Fence. 

For this purpose we recommend 44 inch fence, 3x6 
inch mesh, with board at the bottom, but no railing ; or 
50 inch, 3x6 inch, put up as in cut No. 3. The 4x7 mesh will 
turn medium sized fowls, but if the lesser ones are to 
be excluded then it is preferable to use either a base or 
the 3x6 mesh netting. There is no fence better adapted 
for gardens than this 3x6 mesh netting. It shelters no 
enemies to crops, is a complete protection, takes up the 
least possible room, casts no shade, and is an excellent 
support to vines, desirable for trellises, arbors, &c. 

The usual way of setting farm and garden fence is also 
shown in cut No. 3. The large posts are from 1 to 3 rods 
apart, with intermediate or "false posts" between, 6 to 8 
feet apart. The false potts are 1£ inch strips, stapled to 
top and bottom wires to spread the netting, therefore do 
not extend into the ground. 

Rabbit Proof Fencing. 

The 2 inch mesh, 24, or 36 inches high, is largely used 
to render heavy stock fences rabbit proof, and we have 
sold this for protecting orchards and vineyards from this 
pest of the Western fruit grower. 

Outside Cemetery Fence. 

The large number of Cemeteries now enclosed with 
our nettings, attest their value for this purpose. We 
suggest 52-inch netting 5x8 mesh, 50-inch 4x7, or 50-inch 
3x6 mesh, if put up as in cut No. 3 ; or 42-inch 4x7 mesh, 
38-inch 4x7 or 3x6 mesh, if put up as in cut No. 1. This 
latter is a more desirable way of putting it up, if the 
additional expense of base and rail can be aflorded.

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Corrals and Movable Fences. 

There are many farmers who want a fence that can be 
moved at a small expense. For this purpose the netting 
may be put on posts 40 to 60 feet apart, and light 
spreaders put in every 6 or 8 feet ; thus not more than 
10 to 20 posts need be used in 100 rods, and the netting 
in lengths of 5 to 10 rods stapled to the posts. When it 
is needed to be moved draw the staples and roll up the 
fence with the spreaders in ajid remove the posts to the 
place where they are wanted, and then it is not much 
labor to put on the wire again. Where there are fences 
that are between fields that are to be planted to the same 
crop it is thus easy to avoid much turning, and the extra 
grain that is raised where the fence stood will pay the 
expense of moving. With this plan much less fence 
will serve on the farm and the expense of cultivation be 
reduced. 

To Raisers of Sheep. 

This is the fence that is wanted. It is absolute protec- 
tion from the roving dogs in the more populous parts of 
the country, and from the wolves on the prairies. Even 
the cunning fox is barred out by the netting. Then it 
never catches the wool nor spoils the fleece. 

The Breeders of Fine Cattle 

Will find this fence the best for their purpose. We have 
sizes that are strong enough that no bull can break the 
fence, and there is no chance of injury to the finest 
animals. We cannot too strongly recommend our fence 
to this class of patrons. 
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LAWN FENCES. 

These fences we recommend for lots in town or" 
lawns in country. 34 inch 4x7 mesh, 38-inch 4x7, or our 
3x6 mesh, are the sizes most suitable for this style 
shown in cut No. 1.

Base and Rail. 

The base and rail we do not furnish, because it can 
usually be bought as cheap by the customer at his home 
market, and the freight saved. 

Cut No. 2 shows how the wire is to be put on, and 
the comparative size of base, rail and post. We pre- 
fer pine or poplar for base, size 1x8 inch, rail 2x3 or 
2x4, set edgewise, so as to project J inch over post top. 
Bottom wire should go between the base and the post 
and 1J incn down from top of the base, and stapled to the 
back of ba*e. Post 4x4, taper 2x4, set about 7 feet apart. 
This fence is better and much prettier than picket fence, 
and can be put up much cheaper; costs one-half less to 
keep painted and in good repair, and is far more durable ; 
shows a handsome lawn ofi to advantage. 

N. B. Gate with this may be ornamental, and add to 
the beauty. [See pages 17 & 40.] 
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ORNAMENTAL FENCING. 

To parties who are improving yards, parks, etc., we are 
now able to offer a variety of ornamental and substantial 
fancy fencing, that we feel sure will meet the public 
favor. Picket or paling fence, has long been the standard 
fence for such use, and all iron fences have heretofore 
been considered beyond the means of the average buyer. 
Our netting, put up neatly, with dressed posts, base and 
rail, and scroll top on gate, can be completed and kept in 
order cheaper than first-class paling fence, and is much 
more attractive and durable. Our all iron fence of various 
designs are new, handsome, and cheaper than this class 
of work has been put on the market heretofore.
